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REMARKS 

The Office Action mailed November 23, 2004 has been reviewed and carefully 
considered. The Examiner's reconsideration is respectfully requested in view of the above 
amendments and the following remarks. Claims 1-29 are pending in the present 
application. Claims 5 and 17 have been amended. Claims 25-29 have been cancelled 
without prejudice. The specification has been amended to correct typographical errors. 
No new matter has been introduced by the amendments. 

L INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT 

Applicant has enclosed herewith an Information Disclosure Statement and the 
corresponding PTO fee as per the Examiner's request. 

II. INFORMALITIES 

The Examiner objected to claims 5 and 17 due to informalities. Claims 5 and 17 
have been amended to correct the pertinent typographical errors. Accordingly, Applicant 
respectively requests the objections be withdrawn. 

III. DOUBLE PATENTING 

Claims 1-24 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-29 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,685,336 in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,534,799 to Wang et al. Further, claims 25-29 
were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 as claiming the same invention as that of claims 25- 
29 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,685,336. 
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In response, Applicant submits herewith a properly executed Terminal Disclaimer 
and a copy of the recently filed assignment showing the common ownership of the 
application with the cited reference. A check in the amount of $65.00 is enclosed to 
cover the small entity Terminal Disclaimer fee under 37 C.F.R. § 1.20(d). Claims 25-29 
have been cancelled without prejudice. Accordingly, withdrawal of the double patenting 
rejections is respectfully requested.

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, it is respectfully submitted 
that claims 1-24 are patentable and in condition for allowance. Consequently, the 
Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the objections and 
rejections and allowance of the application.
